Board Examines Proposal To 
Provide Education Equality

The Andover School Committee and 
school administrators began discussions 
on the Paideia Proposal, an education 
manifesto to aid in the school officials 
goals to pursue the equality of education 
for all students in the Andover School 
System, during Tuesday’s meeting of the

The education manifesto was written 
by Mortimer Adler and other educators 
who formed the Paideia group. Ted 
Sizer, former headmaster of Phillips 
Academy, in conjunction with Andrew 
Hunt, Director of the Mellon Fellowship 
at Harvard University, and Ernest Boy- 
er, from the Carnegie Institute of Teach- 
ing, and other renowned educators have 
formed a proposal that hopes to utilize a 
new form of teaching that will prepare 
students for the ‘‘21st Century.” 

“While the method is futuristic, it com- 
bines the best of liberal arts education 
and the ancient Greek and Renaissance 
ideals and traditions.”’ Asst. Superinten- 
dent Leslie G. Loomis told the School 
Committee. 

The general motion of the Paideia Pro- 
posal is that there should be the same 
course of study for all, according to Lois 
Haslem, assistant superintendent 


A chart illustrating the Paideia Propo- 


sal was provided to the committee by* 


Haslem. The first column illustated di- 
dactic instruction, teaching by telling, 
which would be the most commonly used 
method of teaching with the instructor 
standing in front of the classroom to lec- 
ture and impart the concrete facts of a 
given subject, utilizing concentration 
and continuity , 
The second column would utilize think- 
ing skills, a coaching method, that would 
use exercises and supervised practice 
that would improve the students thinking 
skills, teaching tools, calculators and 
computers would be utilized to aid in the 
development of thinking skills. The third 
coluunn would use socratic teaching, 
which would be teaching by asking ques- 
tions. The teacher would be a participant 
in the learning process in a round table 
discussion, and not just a lecturer for the 
students. In addition to textbooks, other 


books would be used in instruction of all 
types, music, drama, visual arts, history 
and philosophy would be brought in as 
teaching tools. 


“These methods would promote 
nore active learner,’ Haslem told the 
committee. ‘Equality of educationa 
portunity is not, in fact, provided if it 
means no more than taking all the 
dren and giving thi ist the 
ber of hours, days and years.” Hasler 
said, quoting a passage from the Paideia

For Mail-in Registration 


Step back in time to the Andover of 1826 and 
see what life was like ‘““way back when.” 

Everybody is invited to the Andover Historical 
Society’s first-ever Family Festival Sunday. 
Oct. 6, from 2 p.m. to 4 p.m. at the society’s 
Main Street headquarters. Members’ admission 
is free 

The Amos Blanchard House and the barn full 
of old-time curiosities and implements will be 
open. The historic home of one of the town’s 
most prominent citizens in the early 19th cen- 
tury features furnishings of the period, most 
from Andover. 

The barn houses an impressive collection of 
objects essential to life in the last century. Cos- 
tumed interpreters will be on hand to demon- 
‘trate the old-fashioned way of life. 

A cider press will pump out samples of deli- 
cious apple cider while elsewhere observers 
learn how to set type and sew a hand-made 
book. 

As in the age without Master Card or Visa, 
“customers” can charge purchases in the vil- 
lage store by writing their names with a quill 
pen in the storekeeper’s daybook. They will 
learn about the importance of bartering in old 
Andover when peopie traded goods and services 
with the store and each other and c4sh was used 
less often 

People’s dependence on each other is evident 
in the all-volunteer Friendly Firefighting Socie- 
ty. Visitors can handle the leather buckets and 
‘‘valuables bags’ every Andover family kept for 
such emergencies. 

Most Andover citizens in 1826 were farmers 
and the barn collection includes lots of inter- 
estng old farm equipment. 

And, while other things may change, house- 
keeping is eternal, so a costumed homemaker 
will demonstrate how she attacks her daily 
chores. Some of her implements will seem all 
too faniliar while others will mystify observers 

The Family Festival grew out of the society’s 
musch-raised fifth-grade education program 
Students from every elementary school in And- 
over assume the identity of a real person in And- 
over in 1826 and tour the various ‘work 
stations’”’ and learn through hands-on experi- 
ence. 

The Family Festival was organized by Randy 
Hanson, Holly Plamondon and Marty Schmidt. 

The Andover Historical Society is a non-profit, 
educational institution open to members and the 
public. For information on open hours, exhibi- 
tions, tours, special events and membership, 
call the society office between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m 
Monday through Friday.

Do you believe that voting is 
one of the most basic rights of 
our democracy? Do you believe 
that registering to vote should 
‘be simple and effective? Do you 
know that over one million eligi- 
ble Massachusetts citizens are 
still not registered to vote? Do 
you know that current Massa- 
chusetts voter registration laws 
require potential voters to ap- 
pear in person at a registration 
site, a situation which some- 
times makes registration more 
restrictive than accessible? 

In the 1985 Legislative session, 
75 members of the Massachu- 
setts Senate and House co-spon- 
sored mail-in voter registration 
legislation. Similar bills have 
been filed every year for 14 
years, but have never been re- 
ported out of committee. The 
Massachusetts League of Wom- 
en Voters has joined a statewide 
coalition of public interest orga- 
nizations which this week 
launched an initiative petition 
drive to collect more than 62,000 
signatures to place the issue of 
mail-in voter registration on the 
1986 state ballot.

The proposed petition would 
allow prospective voters the op- 
tion of becoming registered by 
completing a voter registration 
affidavit and returning it to city 
or town election officials by 
mail or in person. The initiative 
proposal contains a strong anti- 
fraud provision requiring local 
registrars to send a non-forwar- 
dable, first-class mail notice to 
any registrant whose name does 
not appear on the annual street 
list. If the notice is returned un- 
delivered, the registrant would 
be subject to automatic chal- 
lenge at the polling place. Be- 
cause the mail-in initiative 
would establish such a systema- 
tic procedure, it would eliminate 
much of the fraud that is possi- 
ble under the current system. 

Members of the League of 
Women Voters of Andover will 
have petitions available for sig- 
nature this Saturday from 10 
a.m. to 2 p.m., weather permit- 
ting, in front of Barcelos down- 
town and at Shawsheen Plaza. 
Anyone registered to vote in the 
state of Massachusetts may sign 
the petitions.

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She Has Guided The Annual 
Ski, Skate Sale For Years

It's hard to imagine Andover’s annual 
Ski and Skate Sale without Anne Weld, 
the woman who for years has guided vol- 
unteers from organizations like ABC, 
AFS, Andover Recycling and the Christ 
Church Nursery for Handicapped Chil- 
dren through the sale’s consignment, 
selling, markdown and cleanup to a tidy 
income and a great sense of service to 
the community. 

Anne recalls a time in the misty past, 
however, when she had never heard of 
the sale and, furthermore, was unaware 
that the North Andover-Andover (in that 
wder) Parents’ League, the sale’s origi- 
nator, existed 

The Welds were not Andover natives 
They moved here in 1951 from the Ro- 
chester, N.Y., suburb of Greece where 
Anne grew up. Although Philip Weld had 
been a Phillips Aeademy faculty mem- 
ber for several years by the early ‘60s, 
and many in the Parents’ League were 
associated with the academy, ten-year- 
old Kathy Weld, invited to a league 
square dance at the Log Cabin, was the 
first in the family to be told of the organi- 
zation. Not knowing about the Parents’ 
League seemed as incredible to Kathy’s 
friend as not knowing about Main Street. 

The local Parents’ League, part of a 
statewide organizatin, planned dances, 
skating, Halloween, Christmas and other 
parties for students from fifth grade 
through college age and held an annual 
ski and skate consignment sale, not only 
as a service in itself, but also to raise 
funds for the other activities. A highlight 
of the year was the Christmas party for 
the International Institute in Lawrence. 
Eighth-graders planned the party and 
acted as hosts to institute children under 
12. Often older siblings felt left out and 
came anyway so that security was some- 
times a problem with the suddenly in- 
creased number of guests. 

Ten or so years ago, the Parents’ 
League faded from the scene, but the Ski 
and Skate Sale, which continued to serve 
a local need very well, remained. Over 
all the 20-plus years of its existence, the 
sale’s machinery had been fine-tuned un- 
til, as Anne observes, ‘‘The sale ran it- 
self.”’ 

The one problem faced every year by 
the groups chosen to run and profit from 
the sale was where to have it. What had 
begun years earlier in someone’s barn 
grew into, and quickly out of, a succes- 
sion of buildings: the Bay State Bank 
meeting roem, Cole (now Scanlon’s) 
Hardware, the Phillips Academy cage 
and the Brook Street Y (now Andover 
Fitness and Nautilus Center). The Pike 
School gym has been its home for the 
past several years, long enough to win 
back a public that at first mistakenly 
judged the sale to be a Pike School func- 
tion and pretty much a closed one at 
that. The atmosphere and spaciousness 
at Pike are perfect and the administra- 
tion couldn’t be more hospitable. 

Asked if there are any ‘‘good sale sto- 


ries’’ to share, Anne remembers that the 
last year at Bay State Bank, before bet- 
ter security measures were established, 
a man walked off with ‘‘a nice long pair 
of skis. I saw him go out the door and 
there wasn’t a thing anybody could do 
about it.’ One of the most unusual items 
consigned was a set of weights, which 
sold right away. “I even remember who 
bought them,’’ Anne exclaims. The inter- 
viewer is amused; it was she who con- 
signed them. 

Crowds have sometimes been a prob- 
lem. At the old Y, sale organizers had to 
hire police to control them and the lines 
wound all the way to St. Augustine’s 

“IT haven’t had my traditional phone 
call this year,’’ Anne comments. ‘‘Some- 
one from Raytheon used to phone every 
year to find out when and where the sale 
would be.”’ She estimates that more than 
200 families consign sport items every 
year. 

Perhaps Anne’s favorite memory is of 
a family from California, newly settled 
in Andover, who outfitted all six children 
with skis and boots for about $100. They 
came back the next several years to con- 
sign and buy more equipment. “That 
was one of the reasons we felt strongly 
about keeping the thing going,”’ she de- 
clares 

Through all the Ski-and-Skate-Sale 
years, Anne was keeping a job and her 
family going, too. Last spring, she says, 
she retired ‘‘technically”’ from her work 
as a laboratory technician for the chem- 
istry department at Phillips Academy 
She had worked for the chemistry and 
biology departments since 1958, taking 
occasional time off when she couldn’t get 
a sitter for her son, Dan. In spite of her 
laboratory work of more than 20 years 
she forgets to include herself when she 
talks about ‘‘all this brain power floating 
around’’ and sees herself as only a 
“vaguely scientific person, but not like 
my two children and my husband.” Dan, 
the child of Anne’s early working days, is 
now at MIT heading for a Ph.D. in artifi- 
cial intelligence. Kathy, the square danc- 
er of the ’60s, holds a Ph.D. in topology, a 
branch of mathematics, and teaches 
math at Baruch College in New York 
City. Kathy’s husband, another scientist 
for the family, is a resident at Einsteir 
Hospital. 

Two years ago another community ser 
vie fund-raising activity was established 
in Andover, possibly to keep Anne and 
others like her just as busy in the spring 
as they were with the Ski and Skate Sale 
in the fall. The Handsprings Craft Fair 


at Phillips Academy offers unusual and’ 


high quality items made mostly by loca!

How safe are our schol buses? 

The Massachusetts Legislature has convened 
a Legislative Commission to investigate the fea- 
sibility of mandating the use of seat belts on 
school buses and research other issues pertinent 
to school pupil transportation. 

Rep. Sue Tucker announced that one of three 
statewide public hearings of the commission will 
be held in Andover on Thursday, Oct. 10, at 7:30 
p.m. in Memorial Hall Library. 

According to Tucker, citizens from the Merri- 
mack Valley are encouraged to express their 
opinion to this legislative panel on a wide range 
of school bus issues. Present state law allows, at 
local option, standees in bus aisles. Installation 
of stop-arms, bus monitors and certain safety 
standards are also local option. The commission 
is considering legislation to set standards and 
fund statewide safety improvements. 

Now that the seat belt law for automobiles is 
closer to reality in Massachusetts, the contro- 
versy regarding seat belts on school buses is 
peaking. Tucker said that she has had many 
calls on this issue and hopes that parents will 
come to express their opinion.

Program Aimed At Smoking 


Thousands of New England Telephone em- 
ployees soon will be trying to ‘kick the habit’’ 
through a new program designed to create a 
smoke-free work environment. 

The company is implementing a company- 
wide no-smoking policy in two phases. The first 
phase, begun recently, prohibits smoking in all 
company conference rooms and classrooms, re- 
stricts smoking in company-owned vehicles and 
specifies smoking and no-smoking sections in all 
cafeterias and lounges. 

Phase two becomes effective March 1, 1986, 
when smoking will not be permitted in any work 
area. 

Peter Bertschmann, New England Telephone 
vice president-human resources, said the two- 
phase approach will help smokers who make up 
about 30 percent of the company’s employees, 
adapt to the new environment. The company is 
also sponsoring smoking cessation clinics for 
employees who want help in giving up smoking. 

These clinics were developed by the American 
Cancer Society and are staffed by health are 
consultants. They consist of five, 90-minute ses- 
sions conducted on five consecutive work days. 

The clinics deal with stress, exercise, nutri- 
tion and help in “‘kicking the habit.’’ 


‘“‘New England Telephone began studying the 
issue of smoking in the workplace in 1982,”’ said 
Bertschmann. 

“Last spring, the company commissioned a 
study by an independent research firm which 
surveyed more than 2,500 New England Tele- 
phone employees. 

“Nearly 70 percent of employees responding 
to the survey expressed interest in a no-smoking 
policy.”’ 

Supporting the company’s decision to imple- 
ment a no-smoking policy, according to Bertsch- 
mann, is increasing evidence of the harmful 
effects of smoke on non-smokers. 

“Results of these studies have sent a clear 
signal to the company that a policy was war- 
ranted,’’ said Bertschmann. 

“The health of all our employees is a par- 
amount concern in the development of this poli- 
cy. 
“In fact, within a few weeks after formulation 
of the no-smoking policy was announced, about 
2,500 employees signed up to attend the cessa- 
tion clinics. This response is ample proof that 
smokers, as well as non-smokers, are looking 
for help with this health issue.”” *

In these times of escalating concerns, from 
the demise of family structures to the threat of 
nuclear war, visiting lecturer Marion Sheldon 
Pierpont of Des Moines, Iowa, offers a fresh 
look at what she views as an historically proven 
basis for peace. 

In a Christian Science lecture on Tuesday, 
Oct. 15, at 8 p.m. at First Church of Christ, Sci- 
entist, 278 North Main St., Andover, Mrs. Pier- 
pont holds that now, as in Biblical times, an 
understanding of ‘‘God’s gentle might” estab- 
lishes a basis for peace and gives mankind new 
direction and purpose.

“impetuous”’ disciple of Christ Jesus, began to 
trust ‘“‘God’s gentle power’’ more than his own 
hasty reactions, he grew to become an impor- 
tant stabilizing force in the early Christian 
church. “He learned, gradually,’’ says Mrs. 
Pierpont, “through the living patience and hum- 
ble example of Christ Jesus that God is the 
source of all power.”’ 

Emphasizing both God’s tender care and His 
“‘all-power,”’ Mrs. Pierpont points to the psalm- 
ist’s view of God as a shield, a rock and a refuge 
whose “gentleness hath made me great.” The 
lecturer describes instances in which recogniz- 
ing God’s “ever-present strength” enabled a 
family in conflict to resolve their differences 
and individuals to overcome illness and vio- 
lence. 

A former public chool teacher, Mrs. Pierpont 
has served her local church in a number of 
ways, including a term as First Reader (leading 
Sunday and Wednesday worship services), play- 
ing the organ and working with college students.

Credited With Medical Discovery 


Andover resident Dr. A. Douglas Nicoletti, 
director of the A. Douglas Chiropractic Clinic 
and Holistic Health Center, 289 Lawrence Road, 
Salem, N.H., has been credited with the discov- 
ery of a new system of allergy detection and 
correction.

Power Loss Was 
Greatest Problem 
From Hurricane 


It was like five o’clock commuter traf- 
fic on Main Street in Andover by 10:30 
last Friday morning as Hurricane Gloria 
approached. The aisles of Demoulas 
market, Shawsheen Plaza, were jammed 
with shoppers, grocery carts filled with 
bottled water and canned goods. There 
was a run on the New England Store, 
with shoppers stocking up on matches, 
radios and candles 

A shopper with a cart filled with pop- 
corn, hot dogs and junk food moved 
through the crowded aisles. 

“If we’re going to have a disaster, we 
might as well enjoy it,’’ Kathy Aeder, of 
Bayberry Lane, said. 

By 1 p.m. most of the stores in 
Shawsheen Plaza were closed. Sales had 
doubled on Thursday and Friday, 
according to store managers. 

“Happy Hurricane’”’ was the greeting 
of the day. 

The first power outage was reported to 
the Massachusetts Electric Company by 
noon on Friday, according to utility com- 
pany manager, Paul McNamara. 

“‘We had several feeders (feeders are 
clusters of residents between 1,000 to 3,- 
000 on shared power lines) who began to 
lose power as soon as the hurricane hit at 
noon time. 

Residents of Ballardvale Road, Down- 
ing Street, Highland Road and pockets 
throughout the town lost power from five 
minutes to a few days, according to Mc- 
Namara. 

Some residents were still without pow- 
er by the following Monday. 

“The work is much slower when it is on 
a house-by-house basis,’ McNamara 
said. “It is not just a matter of pushing 
on a switch. A qualified electrician must 
be used and it takes time. The $64,000 
question is when all the power will be on. 
Right now we just don’t know.” 

There will still be stragglers who will 
be without power for the remainder of 
the week, according to McNamara. 

The towm was very lucky, according 
to Town Manager Kenneth Mahony. 

“There was minimal damage in the 
town. Two houses were damaged, one 
residence in Shawsheen Park was bent 


by a tree, and a home on Clark Road,

was severely damaged by a falling 
tree.” 

A number of trees throughout the town 
were lost, according to the Town Man- 
ager. : 

“In dollars and cents, freezers full of 
food during the loss of electricity ac- 
counted for the most financial damage,” 
Mahoney said. 

An emergency shelter was set up at 
the high school by the Civil Defense on 
Friday. Four residents arrived at the 
shelter during the hurricane, according 
to Mahony. The four were gone by 8 p.m. 
Friday evening. 

The Public Works department was on 
standby by 10 a.m. Friday. The depart- 
ment went out on a call-by-call basis un- 
til Sunday. The Civil Defense was on 
duty until Sunday. 

‘“‘We were prepared for much worse,” 
Mahony said. “I’m glad the worst did not 
happen.” 

Extra men were put on by the Andover 
Police Department and the night shift 
was brought in early, according to Police 
Captain Lloyd Belbin. 

“The main problem was with the wires 
down and power outages,” Belbin said. 

“The biggest help was that businesses 
closed, down and people were off the 
roads.” 

There were no hurricane-related car 
accidents in Andover on Friday, accord- 
ing to Belbin. 

Andover Police loaned a power genera- 
tor to thé Tibbetts Farm on Chandler 
Road, where 80 cows waited to be milked 
with no power to run the milk machine 
during the hurricane. 


‘“‘We were very lucky. We were pre- 
pared to handle much worse and could 
have,”’ Belbin said. ‘“The public was noti- 
fied in plenty of time. The hurricane al- 
lowed people to know their short- 
comings, if a gas grill or a generator 
doesn’t work, they found out that day. 
We were very lucky.” 

Cost to the town will be minimal over- 
time of the police and fire fighter person- 
nel and cleaning up the debris left from 
the hurricane by the Public Works de- 
partment, according to Belbin.

Patrolman Cronin 
Cited For Valor

Andover Patrolman Robert Cronin, 30, 
was presented the George L. Hanna cita- 
tion of valor by Governor Michael S. Du- 
kakis during a State House ceremony on 
Tuesday, Sept. 24 

Cronin was one of 14 men nominated 
for the State’s highest police award for 
bravery and heroism. Sen. Patricia Mc- 
Govern also presented Cronin with a ci- 
tation for heroism from the State Senate. 
The citations were issued in honor of the 
late State Trooper George L. Hanna, who 
was shot and killed when he stopped a 
car during a liquor store hold-up two 
years ago in Auburn. Hanna’s widow and 
children were also present at the cere- 
mony. 

Cronin received the award for an inci- 
dent that took place on Sunday, Oct. 21, 
1984. 

“T was with Officer John Pathiakis and 


we received a call that a person was in 
the water in the Merrimack River at 
Route 93,’’ Cronin said. ‘“‘When I con 
firmed it was an attempted suicide as 
opposed to a car accident, I made a good 
guess and drove down a dirt road by old 
Shattuck’s farm. He was there in the wa- 
ter and sinking fast.”’ 

Cronin and his partner attempted to 
talk the man out of the water. 

“T had to make a quick decision, | 
knew the boat that we had called would 
not arrive fast enough, he was swimming 
up-river of the bridge and I knew that 
once he was under the bridge we would 
totally lose sight of him.”’ 

Cronin made a quick decision, dis 
robed and dove into the cold Merrimack 


waters 


“T swam to him and asked if he was

Bringing Out The Best 


Too often, it seems, it takes either a natural 
disaster or the threat of one to bring out the best 
in all of us. 

Last week’s intrusion on our lives by a lady 
called Gloria, otherwise known as a hurricane, 
did just that. 

Alithough the storm’s intensity had been spent, 
or diverted, by the time it reached this area, 
through warnings adequately given by the media, 
everyone seemed prepared for the worst, and 
comforted at storm’s end that it was not much 
more than severe wind and rain. 


But, it proved once again, that we can heed 
warnings and prepare for impending danger 
when necessary. 

Late Friday morning Andover streets were 
barren. | 

Shelves of grocery stores and hardware stores 
were bared of such things as bread, milk, water, 
batteries and transistor radios. 


Should the storm’s full fury hit here, people 
would be ready, comforted in the knowledge of 
having sufficient food supply and some commu- 
nication to the outside. 


Andover’s emesgency preparedness was tested 
and found sufficient. An emergency shelter was 
‘set up in the high school. Extra public safety per- 
sonnel were summoned and civil defense radio 
crews were in operation. 

During and after the storm, public works’ 


crews labored long and arduously cleaning up 
downed limbs, trees and other debris left in the 
wake of the high winds and rain. 

Massachusetts Electric Company crews should 
be singled out for particular commendation in 
view of the massive work schedule they faced 
during the past week. 

While some homes may have been without pow- 
er for several days due to particular circum- 
stances, for the most part the utility company 
had the major portion of its customers back on- 
line as rapidly as possible with a minimum of 
inconvenience. 

And, while television did a fine job of keeping 
the public abreast of the storm’s progress, some 
of their reporters may have been guilty of over- 
acting at times. There was the woman reporter 
facing the camera and supposedly quivering in 
the path of the high winds while hanging on to a 
pole. Actually, she was inside a restaurant at the 
time. 

Then another reporter was describing the high 
winds and rain, as well as damage to a shoreline, 
when two passersby strolled aimlessly behind 
him undaunted by wind and rain. 

But, overall, the warnings were good and aided 
in avoiding what could have potentially been a 

ing and tragic storm. 

It is hoped, that since the storm’s severity was 
not felt, that future warnings concerning the pos- 
siblity of a damaging storm will not go unheeded.

It became the property of W.H. Phelps of 
Andover. On July 28, 1910, it was presented to the Memori- 
al Hall by his wife, Caroline A. Phelps.”’

Politics Is Politics 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Six months ago I couldn’t even spell Selectman, 
but now I are one! Maybe I just don’t under- 
stand. I have been accused of being relentless 
and, at the risk of proving my critics correct, I 
will not disappoint them. 

The issue is the newly instituted hotel/motel 
tax. The question is whether or not the voters of 
Andover should have been given the opportunity 
to vote on this tax issue at a special meeting. 
Why a special meeting? Because, if the tax, 
which is one placed upon hotel and motel serv- 
ices, was passed by the voters at a special meet- 
ing in October, it could have been instituted 
immediately. If the vote had been affirmative, 
the revenue generated between the time of the 
special meeting and the regular spring meeting 
is conservatively estimated to be in excess of 
$140,000. This revenue could have been desig- 
nated for any given purpose; i.e., education, 
emergency fund, reduction of property tax, or 
whatever. If the voters do in fact vote this tax in 
at the April meeting, the funds that would have 
been generated between October and April will 
have been lost forever. 

Now, what really disturbs me is not whether 
or not the Selectmen are in favor of the tax, but 
that the majority of the board chose not to allow 
the voters to make that decision. The fact that I 
personally favor the tax is inconsequential. The 
TOWNSMAN may well be against it and, per- 
haps, justifiably so. The point is, however, that 
is is not the TOWNSMAN, myself, nor the spe- 
cial interest groups who attended the last Select- 
men’s meeting that should have made this 
decision. The reasons may vary as to why any of 
us are for or against the tax. Oncé again, this is

Cronin and Winters had to craw! from the ice, 
because it was cracking as they tried to leave, 
according to an account of the incident in the 
Jan. 10 issue of the TOWNSMAN.

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Learning To Love Math 
Part Of New Pilot Program 


People approaching the School Com- 
conference room for Tuesday’s 
meeting were asked to answer a survey 
that asked, “Was Math your favorite 
subject in school””’ 

Large silver letters reading yes and no 
were placed on a large white sheet of 
paper. Yes or no answers were desig- 
nated with red dots that were placed on 
the chart. 

Math as a subject lost when the survey 
results were read by Bette Ann Coyle 
Instructural Specialist at the Bancroft 
School. 

The graph was an example of a pilot 
program in kindergarten through third 
grade called ‘Math Their Way.”’ The 
program utilizes different methods, of 
teaching Math to students. Graphs that 
the children can relate to, for instance, 
lunch counts, or graphs with 
smiles and frowns are being used as tea- 
ching tools. The program hopes to make 
the subject of math more enjoyable and
